The booklet describes the kinds of health in- 
surance policies available from commercial 
companies, Blue Cross-Blue Shield 
organizations and from retirement organizations. It 
discusses the uses of these policies, and the con- 
siderations that should go into making choices 
among different policies. 

The consumer booklet was prepared by the 
private health insurance industry when it became 
clear that “the marketplace for supplementary 
Medicare policies is crowded with choices that can 
become confusing and costly to people who don’t 
have the background for making those choices,’ 
according to a spokesman for the industry. 

The booklet describes the Medicare program and 
how to use it efficiently; it describes where the gaps 
in Medicare coverage exist, and it shows how the 
different types of policies fill in these gaps in dif- 
ferent kinds of personal circumstances. 

“Many people are under the impression that the 
Medicare program is skimpy coverage and this is 
not so,” the spokesman assaid. “Actually, for the 
average illness, Medicare is quite adequate and 


supplementary health insurance doesn’t come into 
play much. 

“It’s for the major illnesses and lengthy illnesses 
that additional coverage is needed, and since these 
illnesses are not so common that they cannot be 
insured efficiently, adequate supplementary in- 
surance need not be costly.” 

The booklet also contains simple definitions of 
some common insurance practices It contains a 
section of answers to questions older people most 
commonly ask about Medicare and supplementary 
insurance.

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Ford resubmits 
postal relief act 
in U.S. House 


Angered by last 
week’s increase in first- 
class postage from 13 to 
15 cents, Congressman 
William D. Ford has re- 
introduced his Citizens’ 
Postal Relief Act 
proposal, which would 
roll the rate back to 13 
cents for private 
citizens. 

Congressman Ford’s 
original proposal to 
retain the 13-cent rate 
for personal mail had 
been endorsed by 
President Carter, but 
was rejected by the 
Postal Rate Com- 
mission and the Postal 
Service Board of 
Governors. The new 15- 
cent rate for all first- 
class mail went into 
effect May 29. 

Under Congressman 
Ford’s bill, private 
individuals could send 
personal mail at a rate 
of 13 cents an ounce and 
11 cents for each ad- 
ditional ounce. The 
legislation was first 


introduced nearly a 
year ago. 

Since that time, the 
bill has been revised 
and simplified to make 
it easier to administer 
It protects the Postal 
Service against misuse 
by providing a fine of 
$500 for each piece of 
mail sent by anyone 
other than an in- 
dividual. 

Congressman Ford 
had been joined by more 
than 20 co-sponsors, 
both Democrats and 
Republicans, in re- 
introducing the bill. He 
expressed satisifaction 
with the large number 
of co-sponsors, and 
predicted that many 
others would follow suit. 

“Failure of the Postal 
Rate Commission and 
Board of Goemors to 
retain a 13-cent rate for 
individuals makes my 
bill more urgent than 
ever,’ he said. 

Congressman Ford, 
who is ranking member 


of the Postal Operation 
and Service Sub- 
committee, said he had 
been assured of early 
hearings on this bill. 

“This assurance by 
Congressman Hanley 
has bolstered my 
confidence that the 
legislative branch of our 
government will 
provide more respon- 
sive than the Postal 
Service in meeting the 
needs of the American 
people,” Congressman 
Ford said. “For years, 
the American public has 
been burdened with a 
major costs of running 
the Postal Service, 
while major business 
mailers have been given 
low, subsidized or 
discounted rates, paid 
for out of the taxpayers’ 
pockets. I think it is 
time to give the average 
American a break. The 
Congress has become 
the ‘last court of appeal’ 
for individual users of 
the Postal Service.”

Hypothermia: 
How to recognize, 
treat this danger 


Of you are one to flock to 
Michigan’s waterways now that 
spring has arrived, you should be 
aware of one of our lakes serious 
potential dangers. 

Hyopothermia, as it commonly 
is called, happens frequently to 
uninformed swimmers, skiers 
and boaters. This physiological 
condition occurs when the per- 
son’s body heat loss is greater 
than its heat generation. 

"An individual’s resistance to 
hyperthermia depends on many 
factors,” said Steve Stewart, 
district marine agent. Every 
person’s level of resistance is 
different,, he added, and the 
resistance level will depend on: 

—Length of exposure; 

—Type of clothing your 
wearing; 

—Whether or not your clothing 
is dry . 

—Your immediate physcical 
and emotional condition; 

—Whether you are already cold 
acclimated; 

—The thickness of your body 
fat, and 

—Whether you’ve recently 
been smoking or drinking 
alochohol. 

How can you recognize 
hypothermia in yourself and 
others? It,s not easy. "It’s dif- 
ficult to recognize the condition in 
its early stages especially in 
yourself”, Stewart warned. 
Take immediate action if you 
notice these Hypothermia symp- 
toms — bluish skin, a feeling of 
deep cold and numbness, im- 
paired mental function, and poor 
coordinations. 


What first aid can be given to a 
victim of hypotehermii? In all 
cases, if warm shelter and dry 
clothing are available, remove 
wet clothing, if the condition is 
the result of accute exposure, 
(under 12 hours), take the 
victim to the nearest medical 
facility. 

Environmental changes also 
make the chance of hypothermia 
unpredictable. Chilling can occur 
without the protection of some 
form of insulation. If you become 
exposed towindor flowing water, 
the rate of heat loss many in- 
crease further. Other important 
points to remember are: Handle 
the victim gently, give nothing 
orally (especially alchohol), be 
ready to assist the victim with 
his or her breathing, prevent re- 
exposure after re-warming, and 
water for shock, elevate legs 
and lower head while laying on 
back. 

What else should you know 
about hypothermia? It can 
happen to anyone . . .under a 
variety of coneditions...and is 
tough to recognize. Hypothermia 
because it is life threatening, 
taken precedence over the 
treatment of less serious 
problems (fracture, frost bite, 
etc). Protect your entire body. 

Prevention is the best method 
of dealing with it. 

If you’ d like more information 
on hypotherimia or other water- 
related hazards, contact the 
district marine agencnt through 
the Wayne County Cooperative 
Extension Service.

Mandatory sentences 

poll in 


Nine out of every ten citizens responding 
to a poll I recently conducted believe that 
mandatory', minimum sentences should be 
imposed on criminals. 

In line with this response, those 12th 
District citizens also indicated that 
reducing crime should be the state’s top 
priority. 

The Legislature is definitely moving 
toward more mandatory penalties for 
serious crimes, and this effort started with 
passage in 1976 of a two-year minimum 
mandatory sentence for criminals who use 
guns to commit a felony. 

In the near future, the Senate will 
probably be considering a package of bills 
authorizing wiretaps of suspected drug

dealers and imposing lengthy mandatory 
sentences for those who are convicted. 

That legislative package passed the 
House and was approved by the Senate 
Judiciary Committee in December. 

Approximately 4,850 citizens from Allen 
Park, Dearborn Heights, Inkster, 
Southgate, and Taylor responded to this 
survey and said that the issue of most 
concern to residents after crime was the 
energy crisis, with more consumer 
protection laws, improved mental and 
public health facilities, better educational 
resources, improved public transportation 
facilities and highways, and more en- 
vironmental control and recreational land 
following in that order. 


About 7 out of every 10 individuals 
surveyed expressed a concern that senior 
citizens receive state subsidies to help 
relieve rising energy costs. 

I also intend to support legislation 
adopted inthe House which will help senior 
citizens and lower income persons pay the 
costs of heating fuel bills. 

That Legislation will provide a 
maximum subsidy of $250 to an individual 
with an income of $2 thousand or less, or to 
a family of four whose income is less than 
$3,950 A family of four with an income of 
no more than $7,300couldbe credited $125 
A two-person household, with at least 
one senior citizen would be eligible for a 
$100subsidy if their income did not exceed 
$7,000.

We at 
Associated Newspapers, publisher of 
the Belleville Enterprise and the 
Romulus Roman, are no different. 

As an additional item of interest for 
Belleville residents, we agreed to 
participate in this year’s Strawberry 
Festival, and what is more American 
than the local beauty contest that 
would crown the 1978 Strawberry 

Queen? , . . 

Now we seriously do not expect to 
strike out on this new venture; as a 
matter of fact, several of Belleville s 
finest belles have already signed up 
for the competition, but we don’t mind 
telling you that we were just a little 

anxious. . 

Over the past year and a half, since 
David J. Willett acquired the 
Associated Newspaper group (the 
newspapers his father founded), we 
have been involved in Meet the 
Candidate Nights’, community coffee 
clatches, parades and local events to 
promote the communities we serve. 
But, we have never been involved in a 


beauty pageant. We even sponsored a 
CB Jamboree last year, but never a 
beauty pageant. 

It was understandable then that we 
would be just a little nervous about the 
new venture. We are still a little 
nervous if the truth be known. 

Several members of the staff of 
Associated Newspapers are at home in 
front of a group of thousands and could 
provide the inspirational speech for 
the area’s highest elected officials, but 
cringe at the mere stare of a bevy of 
beauties 

To be sure, involvement in a beauty 
contest requires the sternest stuff 
when all loose ends are tucked away , 
but when things are up in the air and 
untucked, different rules apply. 

We hope that after all is said and 
done, that the Associated Newspapers 
Strawberry Queen will reign 
supremely over the Strawberry 
Capital of the world three-day festival. 

And, we further hope that the 
‘butterflies’ disappear from the 
collective stomaches of ANP following 
the event. 

But, even if the butterflies remain, it 
will have all been worth the price. 

Most people, let alone most local 
newspapers, get few opportunities to 
involve themselves in a festival as 
worthwhile as Belleville’s annual 
salute to ‘King Strawberry.’ 

We welcome the opportunity, and 
hope that someone wshows up for the 
contest. 


Official's cheap shot 
hits entire town 


As long-time watchers of the 
Romulus political scene, we have 
concluded that within that community 
there are several people who would 
place politics before the general 
welfare of the public. 

That shortcoming is not unusual 
among elected officials on the state or 
national level, but when local 
politicians decide that politics is more 
important than the issues facing the 
community, something should be said 
about it. 

We are particularly distressed when 
people whom we have supported turn 
out to be guilty of the politics first 
game 

Case in point: 

During the Michigan Week 
festivities, one day is set aside for 
Mayor Exchange Day 
On that day, it is customary for the 
mayor of Romulus to trade jobs with a 
sister community within Michigan 
Aside from the symbolic aspects of 
that exchange, the mayors of each 
community are provided with an 
‘inside’ view of thfc community they 
are visiting. And. often that inside 
view’ is beneficial to both com- 
munities 

But, one local official of Romulus 
used the occasion to ridicule and 
question the others elected to 


represent the citizens of his com- 
munity. 

While we have no problem with an 
elected official providing his 
colleagues with constructive 
criticism, in fact we have offered to 
provide the newspaper space for such 
comments, it is entirely another 
matter when an elected official bends 
the ear of a visiting official, an official 
who may never have the time to hear 
from the accused. Such comments 
make the city and the complaining 
official look foolish, and Romulus has 
looked foolish long enough. 

The majority of the current city 
councilmen, were a credit to the 
Michigan Week festivities. Their 
attendance at many of the weekly 
functions, in a manner truly 
representing the trust and faith of the 
community they have been entrusted 
with, provide an example for the few 
Romulus politicians who would con- 
vert the office to their own self-serving 

ends. . 

It is time for disgruntled political 
factions in Romulus to either leave or 
get in line with the best interests of the 
community 

The ‘Cuckoo’s Nest’ has been 
buried. Any politician who would 
revive it should be strongly con- 
demned

Heroin addict talks

My initial reaction when the young in- 
terviewee acted in what I perceived to be 
an obscene manner was to consider con- 
cluding the session. 

I felt stung by what I sensed to be a self- 
indulgent, self-centered little snip for 
whom, at the moment, I could feel little 
sympathy. 

Reason prevailed however, and I asked 
her If she could put her animations in 
words which I might be able to print. 

"OK. But I’ll say some things you might 
not want to hear.” 

“Try me.” 

“You and most of the people like you in 
this damned world are as self-centered as 
any dope doer I know. You strut around in 
square, conformist clothes. Your shoes 
shine and you drive fancy cars. You are in 
church Sunday morning, drunk Sunday 
afternoon, and by Sunday night you are 
either sleeping it off or chasing a friend’s 
wife. The square world has nothing I want 
or need.” 

However, the fact that she had volun- 
tarily put herself in the methadone 
program put a lie to her words. She indeed 
wants a real world stripped of a self- 
induced drug euphoria. She’s bred of 
hypocrisy - but then who isn’t? 

Some dues were beginning to surface. 
She understood full well that her conduct 
and the results of that conduct were about 
to consume her. Somehow she had to 
rationalize her way out of a desperate 
situation without accepting the fact that 


she was ultimately responsible for her own 
actions. 

If my assessment sounds harsh, it’s 
meant to sound that way. And, perhaps 
surprisingly to some readers, there are 
some professionals working in 
rehabilitation who support my position. 

A psychologist said, "If, during the 
rehab regime, we strive only to reinforce 
the client’s perception that all of his or her 
problems are somebody else’s fault, we’ve 
not accomplished the task we set out to do. 

“Working with a substance abuser is 
complicated business. There are no 
simplistic answers. The root cause (s) of 
the abuse behavior pattern might indeed 
be entirely the result of a miserable home 
environment, although I feel that’s a 
dangerous position to assume because it 
makes things just too easy. 

"And consider this: there are some 
people who, by God, just like to do dope 
They have not taken the time to make an 
intellectual evaluation. They are content 
to get high and then direct all their 
energies to maintaining that high without 
any regard to the res ponsibib ties we all 
must assume as members of society.” 

He said there is another interesting 
event which causes considerable difficulty 
for professionals working in the mental 
health field 

“On more than one occasion, I’ve been 
successful in redirecting a user to the 
straight world My client had given up his 
dope, been detoxified, and presumably had 
a clearer understanding of just what the 


life experience is all about. 

"Now comes the bad news; news that 
some ex addicts can’t cope with. They are 
clean and they return to a productive 
societal existance. 

But guess what? 

There are still wars, a boss still expects 
an employee to be at work at time, 
frustrations still abound in the em- 
ployment and environment in general. In 
short, just because one is clean, doesn’t 
mean that all problems will magically 
disappear. 

"The doper who hasn’t learned ap- 
propriate coping mechanisms will most 
likely soon be right back in the dope scene. 

"Whenyou work with an addict, you are- 
working with a different set of problems’ 
than those you generally find in an 
alcholic. U's a tough business." 

The female addict told me that she 
thought the square people didn’t un- 
derstand her because they didn’t take the 
time to understand. 

"My father made plenty of bread in his 
work - he’s dead now, probably because 
he thought a helluva lot more of his job 
that he did his family. 

All be did was work. We didn’t take any 
vacations or do anything normal families 
might do. 

He’d give me a handful of bread and that 
was supposed tobe all I needed. But I'll tell 
you this, before he died, you can bet that I 
gave him some reason to pay attention to 
me!”

Chamber Chatter 

'Laffer curve ' 
hits the mark

There’s a new buzzword in economics 
today. It's called the “Laffer curve.” 
Arthur Laffer is an economist who pointed 
out what should be obvious: In any 
economic system, there are always two 
rates of taxation which yield the same 
revenue. 

For example, if the tax rate is zero, the 
government gets no revenue. And if the tax 
rateis lOOpercent, the government gets no 
revenue, because all economic activity 
will take place as barter. 

Carry that concept a little farther: At a 
tax rate of, say, 20 percent, the govern- 
ment might be able to get the same 
amount of revenue that it would at a tax 
rateof 80 percent. Why? Because the lower 
tax rate would stimulate productive 
economic activity. And 20 percent of a 
bigger pie can actually increase its 
revenue by cutting taxes. 

Many reputable economists believe we 
are now at that part. That is, if we cut 
taxes - especially taxes on capital for- 
mation - the economy will boom, and the 
government will actually come out ahead, 
along with everyone else. There are 
several good places to make the cuts. 

Representative William Steiger of 
Wisconsin has focused on one of them. He 
wants to put the capital gains tax rate back 
where it was in 1969, at a maximum of 25 
percent. Under the current law, capital 
gains taxes can approach 50 percent for 


individuals and 30 percent lor cor- 
porations. 

This proposal, known as the Steiger 
Amendment, has attracted strong support 
in CongresB. In fact, it has 60 sponsors in 
the Senate. 

One well-known economic study group - 
Chase Econometric Associates -estimates 
that passage of the Steiger Amendment 
would raise the annual growth rate of the 
Gross National Product from a level of 3.4 
percent to a level of 3.6 percent and create 
440,000 new jobs. Federal revenue would 
increase by $45 billion and the budget 
deficit would be cut by $16 billion. All of 
these figures are estimates of the effect 
that would be created on economic activity 
between now and 1965, if the amendment 
were adopted. 

According to the Chase economists, "the 
reduction incaptial gains taxes will raise 
stock market prices, which in turn will 
stimulate capital spending and economic 
growth. The increase in economic activity 
will increase federal government 
revenues.” 

All of this economic jargon is just a 
complicated way of saying this: If you 
leave more profit in the hands of those who 
have earned it, they will use it produc- 
tively. 

Unfortunately, at this time the Carter 
Administration is opposed to this 
beneficial tax cut Not on economic 
grounds, but on the same tired old 
theological grounds. If you cut the 
maximum tax rate, then somebody is 
going to make more money. ..and that, 
evidently, is to be considered evil, no 
matter how much good it does.

change to directory assistance 
charging also was expressed by 
customers who attended a series of 
company-sponsored state-wide 
public forums and meetings during 
the last two months. 

In the event Michigan Bell asks 
the state Public Service Commission 
to approve a charging plan, Lambe 
said, it would have specific ex- 
clusions for customers with han- 
dicaps. Nor would there be any 
charge for directory assistance calls 
made from coin telephones. 


would save 40 cents, seven calls 
would yield a 30-cent savings - and 
so on up to 10 calls a month which 
would be the "break -even*’ point. 

Lambe said 21 other states 
already have directory assistance 
charging plans in effect and that 
nine out of 10 customers in those 
states are saving money as a result. 
Adoption of directory assistance 
charging in Michigan would give 
Michigan Bell customers the same 
kinds of savings, he added 

Lambe said strong support for a 


average customer. 

"The state-wide survey shows that 
customer sentiment is clear - they 
want people who use directory 
asistance service to pay for it, not 
those who don’t,” Lambe said 

According to the survey most 
customers support a directory 
assistance plan providing savings 
for customers who make fewer than 
10 calls a month, with a 20-cent 
charge for each call over 10. 

One plan selected would provide 
for savings of up to 50 cents a month. 
Customers who make no more than 
five directory assistance calls a 
month would receive the full 50-cent 
savings; those who made six calls 


The state-wide survey represents 
a part of "an extensive and 
thorough’ effort by Michigan Bell to 
listen to and learn what consumers 
think should be done about a major 
problem - the rising costs of 
providing directory assistance, he 
said. The cost amounted to about $27 
million last vear and is expected to 
double to $55 million annually by 
1982. 

"Contrary to the popular myth 
that directory assistance is free,’ all 
customers currently share in its 
cost.” Lambe said “Last year, 
about $8 40 - or 70 cents a month - in 
directory assistance costs was in- 
cluded in the monthly rate of the 


assistant vice-president, said 
adoption of the kind of plan favored 
bv customers in the survey would 
result in consumer savings of about 
$15 million annually 
These savings, Lambe said, would 
be passed directly back to 
customers in the form of credits on 
their monthly bills 
"Considering that a charging plan 
would provide monthly savings for 
nine out of 10 customers.

Kelley seeks 44-cent Edison cutback 


SAVE 


Att Gen Frank J Kelley has 
recommended to the state Public 
Commission iPSC) that the Detroit 
Edison Co.’s monthly rate to 
residential customers be reduced by 
44 cents, effective on May 26 when 
Edison’s free light bulb program 
ends 

On April 25, U S. District Court 
Judge John Feikens ordered Edison 
to terminate its “Lamp Supply 
Program” as of 6 p.m. May 26, 
pursuant to a settlement agreement 
reached between Edison and drug 
store owner Lawrence Cantor. 

Cantor’s suit had alleged that 
Edison’s “free” light bulb program, 
whereby the cost of light bulbs was 
included in the customer’s electric 
rates; violated the antitrust laws. 


Judge Feikens* earlier dismissal of 
Cantor’s suit was reversed last year 
bv the U S Supreme Court 

In a legal brief filed w ith the PSC, 
Kelley said Edison was spending 
about $8,260,000 annually on the 
lamp supply program, equal to 44 
cents per residential customer per 
month Kelley asked that the 
monthly customer service charge of 
$2.50be reduced to$2.06to reflect on 
44 cents per month sa vings resulting 
from the termination of the lamp 
supply program. 

The attorney general estimated 
that Edison’s total cost for each 
lamp distributed; including 
overheads and return on in- 
vestment, was not less than 59 cents 
per lamp He cited an affidavid filed

in the federal court by the economic 
consulting firm of Arthur D Little 
Inc of Washington, DC., which 
estimated Edison’s costs of 
distributing the bulbs to be ap- 
proximately 59 cents per Uilb. 

Kelley also noted that Edison sold 
light bulbs to customers who do not 
have burned out bulbs to exchange, 
at prices ranging from 59 cents for 
60-watt and 100-watt bulbs, to $2.35 
for 3-way bulbs of 100-150-200 watts. 

Kelley said: “It cannot be 
assumed ... that Detroit Edison has 
set the selling price of its 1 ight bulbs 
at a level designed to product 
exorbitant profits.” 

Detroit Edison told the federal 
court that it purchased 14 to 18 
million light bulbs per year for 
distribution to its 1,580,000 
residential customers. This was an 
average of nine to 12 light bulbs per 
customer per year 

Kelley said that typical prices for 
60-watt and 100-watt light bulbs in 
large retail stores are 39 cents each, 
or approximately 20 cents less than 
Edison’s cost of distributing bulbs. 
Thus, Kelley said “typical Edison 
customers would be able to buy 
replacement tight bulbs at a lower 
cost than they presently are paying 
to Edison for these bulbs as part of 
their basic electric rates.” 

Kelley urged the PSC to order the 
44 cents per month rate reduction 
into effect on May 26, the same day 
that the lamp supply program en- 
ded, so that Edison would not be 
permitted to continue to collect in its 
electric rates for light bulbs that no 
longer are being provided to the 
customers. 


Contrary to press statements 
made by Detroit Edison on cr about 
April 25. Edison has not asked the 
PSC to reduce rates at the time that 
the li^it bulb program was ter- 
minated an May 26 Instead, in a 
petition filed w ith the PSC on April 
25, Edison asked “that any rate- 
making effects from elimination of 
applicant’s lamp supply program be 
handled in its main rate case,” in 

which no final decision isantidpa ted 

for approximately two to three 


months. 

In addition. Edison asked that the 
commission credit its customers, for 
rate-making purposes, for only the 
direct purchase cost of the tight 
bulbs, approximately $3.2 million, 
rather than with the full cost of the 
lamp supply program, including 
overheads 

Kelley said that thte “bare bones 
cost” of the tight bulbs constitute 
only 39 percent of Edison's total cost 
of distributirg the light bulbs.

Medicare has benefits for homebound

This article on Medicare deals 
with some very special benefits for 
beneficiaries who are confined to 
their homes and require the services 
of a home health agency. 

Under Medicare home health care 
protection, you can be eligible for 
home health care benefits under 
either Part A (hospitalization) or 
Part B (medical), depending on 
your particular circumstances. 

Part A (hospitalization) home 
health coverage requires you to 
have been an inpatient in a par- 
ticipating hospital for at least three 
days in a row and that your doctor 
sets up a home health care plan for 
you within 14 days of your discharge 
from the hospital. This home care 
must be for further treatment of a 
condition for which you receive 
treatment in the hospital or a skilled 
nursing home following your 
hospital stay. 

Part B (medical) payment for 
home health care may start after 
you have used your Part A coverage, 
but you must have paid out your $60 
deductible before this protection 
takes effect. It is designed to help 
avoid another trip to the hospital as 
an inpatient. 

In both cases, you must meet 
several common requirements 
before you are eligible for home 
health benefits. They are: 

(1) The recipient must be confined 
to the home and requires skilled 
nursing care, or physical or speech 
therapy. 

(2) The recipient’s doctor must 
determine the need for home health 
care and establish a plan for this 
care and periodic reviews of the 
necessity for such care. 

(3) The home health care agency 
must be a “participating” 
organization under Medicare 
regulations. In Michigan, the list of 
home health agency participants 
includes such groups as the Visiting 
Nurses Association, some county 
health departments, and certain 
independent agencies. 

Both Medicare Parts A and B will 
pay for up to 100 home health care 


visits per year, if you meet the 
requirements. The payment will be 
for 100 percent of the 'reasonable” 
costs of the visit 

Your Medicare record will be 
charged for a visit each time you 
receive a covered service from the 
agency serving you. 

If you are visited by a nurse in the 
morning and a physical therapist in 


the afternoon, you will be charged 
for two visits. If the nurse visits you 
twice on the same day, you also will 
lx; charged for two visits The 
agency submits all home health care 
bills. 

Among those home health care 
services covered by Medicare are 
parttime nursing, physical and 
speech therapy, some occupational 


therapy, part time services of a 
home health aide, medical social 
services, and medically necessary 
supplies and equipment furnished by 
your health care agency.

Medicare will not pay for such 
things as full-time nursing care,

If you require home health care 
services be sure you check out your 
Medicare protection with your 
doctor and the agency you select If 
you have special questions, contact 
your nearest Social Security Ad 
ministration office or the nearest 
Blue Cross and Blue Shield branch 
office.

Cucumber 
beetles are crawling out of their 
winter shelters and gearing up for a 
two-pronged attack on cucumbers, 
melons and winter squash; the 
young will che^ off the roots while 
the adults carry germ warfare — in 
the form of bacterial wilt and 
mosaic virus — to the aboveground 
plant parts. 

Cabbage an onion maggots may 
already have ruined these early 
crops. Cabbage also may be hosting 
cabbage worms and tomatores, 
peppers, potatoes and petunias may 
be showing signs of invasion by 
Colorado potato beetles. The 
Mexican bean beetle may be making 
lace out of bean leaves, while cut- 
worms are making mincemeat out 
of new transplants. 

It’s war. And as the summer goes 
on, the home gardener will find the 
ranks of enemy insects increasing as 
new pests hatch out of migrate in. 

To save his crops, today’s home 
gardener often relies on chemical 
warfare to turn back the enemy. If 
used carefully, according to label 
directions, insecticides can turn the 
tide of battle. But they may kill as 
. many allies as enemies. 

Yes, * allies. Jim Liebherr, 
Michigan State University en- 
tomologist, points out that man is 
not alone in his defense of the gar- 
den. He has a host of natural allies 
that prey on or parasitize many 
common insect pests. 

One of the most voracious of these 
is the ladybird beetle or lady bug. 
Both the adult insects and their 
young have a seemingly never- 
ending appetite for aphids. Because 
they overwinter as aaiits, they are 
on hand when the first aphids settle 
into the garden. The adult beetles 
are very mobile — they can move in 
on a concentration of aphids very 
quickly, though they may not arrive 
in time to prevent damage to garden 
plants. Gardeners who rely entirely 
on ladybugs to fight their aphid 
battles for them had better be ready 
to share their crops with the enemy. 

Another fearsome predator is the 
lacewing. Because of their sickle- 
shaped jaws and their slender, 
flattened bodies, lacewing larvae 
look something like tiny alligators. 
They feed on thrjps, aphids, mites, 
scale insects, mealybugs and eggs of 
some insects, sucking them dry and 
then tossing the dry skins onto their 
backs for camouflage. 

Aphids also are on the menu of the 
syrphid fly’s larvae. The adults, 
which look like tiny black and yellow 
bees, lay their eggs in the middle of 
an aphid colony. Between the time 
the young hatch and the time they 
pupate their way to adulthood, they 
consume a phenomenal number of 
aphids — as many as 400 each. 

One, of the most fearsome-looking 
predators to stalk the garden is the 
praying mantis. Camouflaged in 
shades of green .or brown, the 
praying mantis masquerades as an 
animated twig, stalking its vie Urns 
or lying in wait for them to blunder

within reach of the claw-like hooks 
on its foremost pair of legs. 

This insect is a double agent in 
man's war against the bugs — it 
eats both pests and beneficial in- 
sects with equal relish In fact, 
Liebherr noted, it will even eat its 
own kind. The females commonly 
devour the males after they have 
mated. 

Like ladybugs, praying mantises 
often are sold as biological garden 
pest controls The problem with 
turning numbers of these loose in 
your garden is that they are just a s 
likely to fly away as stay, Liebherr 
said. Even if they do settle down 
there for a while, they’ll take wing 
and head for better hunting 
elsewhere as soon as the pickings 
begin to get slim. 

Also numbered among the double 
agents in the battle against the bugs 
are the ground beetles. These in- 
sects come in all shapes and sizes 
and have appetites to match; they 
will eat almost anything they can get 
their mandibles around. For one 
meal they may select a plump, juicy 
cutworm — an enemy. The next 
time, it may be an earthworm — a 
neutral in the conflict and an asset to 
the garden. 

The war for the garden contains 
its saboteurs, too. These are the 
parasitic wasps and flies. 

The wasp that people are most 
likely to see is the ichneumon wasp. 
It is about two inches long, black 
with light and dark brown markings. 
The females use a four- to five-inch 
ovipositor to penetrate tree trunks 
and lay eggs on or near wood-boring 
beetles while they’re inside the 
wood. When an egg hatches, the 
larva burrows into the borer, where 
it feeds on body fluids and even- 
tually completes its development 
into an adult. 

. Various other families of wasps 
lay numbers of eggs on caterpillars. 
The young burrow into the soft body 
and feed on body juices. When 
they’re ready to pupate, they burrow 
out again and spin their cocoons, 
still attached to the host. The host 
may or may not be able to pupate. If 
it does pupate, it usually fails to 
emerge as an adult. Those that do 
emerge generally cannot reproduce. 

Caterpillars, cutworms and beetle 
larvae often serve as the unwilling 
host to tachinidae flies. The adults 
are stout-bodied and slightly larger 
than a housefly. They may lay their 
eggs either directly on the intended 
host or on the plant where the host is 
feeding. 

Eggs laid on the host hatch and the 
young burrow into the body cavity. 
Eggs ingested by the host hatch in 
the gut and burrow out into the body 
to feed. Often the last thing they do is 
to feed on the host’s nervous system. 
This is generally fatal to the host. 
The fly larvae may then cut its way 
out and pupate on or near the host or

remain inside to compiete its 
development. 

As allies in the bug war, parasites 
are not as effective as predators. 
Because their continued existence 
and development depends on the 
survival of the host, they usually 
don’t kill the host, though they may 
prevent it from maturing or 
reproducing. A parasitized cater- 
pillar, for instance, though not as 
vigorous and destructive as a 
caterpillar free of parasites, con- 
tinues to feed on and damage garden 
crops. 

Predators are valuable allies, but 
they’re most effective when pests 


reach high densities. By the time the 
pest population has reached this 
level, plant damage already has 
occurred. 

The biggest problem in enlisting 
insects as allies is that most 
predators are not very particular 
about what they eat. They’ll devour 
whatever is available, regardless of 
its harmful or beneficial nature. 

Predators are free, nontoxic 
forms of pest control, however, and 
Liebherr suggests gardeners can 
manage their gardens to preserve 
them “Learn how to tell the 
enemies from the neutrals and the 
allies,” he advises, “and then check 
the garden closely and frequently 
for pest invasions. Spray only when 
it’s necessary rather than on a once- 
a-week, zap-everything basis. 
Remember that the single most 
damaging agent against your insect 
allies is the pesticide you apply.” 


Garden Doctor says 


This week the Garden 
Doctor talks about: 

Q: My pin oak tree 
has round lumps in the 
leaves that look like 
peas but they’re hollow 
inside. What is wrong? 

A: These are a type of 
leaf gall called a roly- 
poly gall. These do no 
permanent damage to 
the tree so spray is 
rarely warranted. The 
gall forms when a small 
wasp irritates the leaf 
early in its develop- 
ment. 

Q: Morning glories 
come up each year 
along our back fence. Is 
there an easier way to 
get rid of them than 
digging? 

A: Regardless of 
whether you dig or us an 
herbicide, repeated 
applications will be 
needed. These have an 
extensive root system so 
you must dig or spray 
each time live shoots 
come up. Silvex and 2, 4- 
D work well but should 
be kept off any desirable 
plants in the area. An 
old paint brush can be 
used for spot treating. 
This may take periodic 
treatments all summer 
long each time shoots 
appear in order to 
eradicate an extensive 
network of roots. 

Q: How can we get rid 
of ants that are coming 
indoors? 

A: Naturally, the best 
control can be had if you 
can find the nest. The 


large black carpenter 
ants which are attracted 
to water have their nest 
where there is damp, 
decaying wood. Check 
anywhere indoors that 
there has been leaking 
water. Check any 
decaying wood you 
might have outdoors in 
the form of a wood pile, 
tree stump, boards 
around a flower bed, 
etc. If the next is found 
outdoors, spray it with 
diazinon. If it cannot be 
found, diazinon can be 
drenched into the soil 
along the foundation. 

The smaller ants that 
are attracted to grease 
or sweets can be con- 
trolled by the ant baits 
available in the small 
tins or by using diazinon 


along the house foun- 
dation where the nest is 
suspected to be. 

Indoor sprays must be 
laveled for indoor use. 
The aerosol sprays 
made for ants or the 
aerosol sprays con- 
taining l h percent 
Baygon or percent 
diazinon may be used. 

Q: Can anything 
counteract the damage 
dog urine has on or- 
namentals and grass? 

A: There is no an- 
tidote for the damaging 
component in the urine. 
Wash it off shrubs as 
quickly as possible and 
keep the damaged areas 
in the law well watered. 
Burned patches in the 
law usually will come 
back.

It's just about 'strawberry time' 


Strawberry Romanoff 

1 pint strawberries, washed and stemmed 

2 tablespoons sugar 

2 packages (3 oz. each) or 1 package (6oz.) gelatin 

2 cups boiling water 

2 tablespoons brandy OR teaspoon brandy extract and 3 tablespoons 
orange juice 

I tablespoon Cointreau or Curacoa liquer (or. again, substitute as above) 

2 cups (or one 4*2 oz. container non-dairy whipped topping, thawed) or use I 
envelope topping mix prepared as directed on package. 

Set aside a few whole berries for garnish, if desired. Slice remaining 
berries, add sugar, and let stand 15 minutes. Drain berries, measuring syrup. 
Add water to syrup to make 1 cup Dissolve gelatin in boiling water. Measure 
*4 cup gelatin, add brandy, liqueur, and » 2 cup of the measured liquid Chill 
until slightly thickened. Fold in whipped topping. Pour into 5 or 6 cup mold. 
Chill until set, but not firm. Add remaining cup measured liquid to 
remaining gelatin. Chill until thickened. Stir in strawberries. Spoon into mold 
Chill until firm, about 4 hours, or overnight. Unmold, garnish with berries. 
Makes 6 cups or 8 to 10 servings. 

Selling lemonade is a fun and easy way for youngsters to have their own 
strawberry festival with ‘strawberry’ lemonade, of course! Neighbors will be 
eager to quench their summertome thirst with frosty Strawberry Lemonade 
served at a handy block lemonade stand. 

Strawberry Lemonade or Limeade 

1 pint strawberries 

1 can (6 ounces) frozen pink lemonade or limeade concentrate 

3 cans water ( 2 V 4 cups) 

Ice cubes 

Put berries, lemonade concentrate and water in blender. Whirl smooth. 
Taste for sweetness and add sugar if desired. Pour over ice cubes in glasses. 
Serve at once Makes 4 drinks. 

This one’s for a special occasion (perhaps a festive bridal shower) because 
it is a lovely dessert which could even be used as a centerpiece. But it DOES 
take a bit of time and patience ( a candy thermometer to me means just that ) . 


It s not a recipe to whip up in a hurry but is well worth the efforts if one cares 
to “fuss” a bit 


Strawberry Parfait Ring 


I cup sugar 
1-3 cup boiling water 
Red food color, optional 
4 egg whites 
1 teaspoon vanilla 


■w teaspoon salt 
2 cups heavy cream, whipped 
1*2 quarts strawberries 
Flaked or shredded coconut 
I cup heavy cream 


Cook sugar with water until syrup spins a thread (235 degrees on candy 
thermometer) Add a few drops of color if you wish a pink mold. Beat egg 
whites until stiff; gradually add hot syrup; continue beating until cool and 
light Add vanilla and salt Fold in whipped cream; pour into 2-quart ring 
mold and freeze At serving time, unmold and fill center with berries Sprinkle 
a fluff of coconut on top. If ring is not tinted, use coconut tinted pink. Border 
the ring with puffs of whipped cream topped with a whole berry for each 
serving Makes 12 to 16 servings. 


Now here’s a really simple dessert that’s not only delicious but very pretty 
to set before guests or the family. 

Strawberry Delight 

Split a 10-inch chiffon cake ( ready-baked or make one of your own( into two 
layers. Put layers together with: 

Strawberry Cream 

Mash lightly most of 1 pint ripe strawberries. Add 2 tablespoons sugar. 
Blend in 1 teaspoon gelation which as been soaked in 1 tablespoon water and 
dissolved over hot water. Chill. When partially set, fold in 1 cup sweetened 
whipped cream. Chill. Cover top and sides of cakes with sweetened whipped 
cream < whip 2 cups ) . Decorate with a few large berries. 

There are probably few Americans walking this old earth who haven ’t hear 
of strawberry shortcake - just shouts “USA!” But - how many have ever 
heard of, let alone tried, strawberry “long cake”? Well, here’s a recipe for 
just such a concoction. 

Strawberry Long Cake 

2 cups flour 6 tablespoons shortening 

6 tablespoons sugar 2-3 to ^ cup milk 


3 teaspoons baking powder 1 egg 
1 teaspoon salt 

Mix together first 4 ingredients then cut in shortening finely with pastry 
blender. Add beated egg and enough milk to make a soft dough Knead lightly 
then spread in a 12x9x2” greased baking dish 
Cover with 1 quart sweetened straw berries and juice Mix 1 4 cup soft butter. 
• 4 cup sugar, 2 tablespoons flour Drop here and there on fruit Bake at 400 
degrees for 35 minutes Serve warm with cream, whipped cream or ice cream 
Makes 8 servings. 

PERSONAL NOTE: Homemakers can always take the shortcut in this 
recipe by using prepared biscuit mix BUT one should be familiar with the mix 
and figureout amounts accordingly I don’t advise that novice cooks or bakers 
attempt the conversion.

In a recent newspaper article about schools of the 
future author John Holt was quoted as saying: 
“Schools are far from the best place to learn. ” 

With all due respect to Mr Holt, whom I m sure 
has an impressive educational background, I 
strongly disagree.

Blalock, a right hander, bush- 
whacked his neighboring rivals on a 
four-hitter, striking out four and 
walking one in his first varsity start 
after being elevated to the varsity 
club from the jayvee team. 

The playoff title helped soften the 
pain of a fluctuating Glenn season 
which saw the Rockets win only 
three games in the Northwest 
Suburban Conference this season. 

“We played letter-perfect ball 
during the two-game tournament,” 
said Hoenes whose team have been 
shut out from the district playoff 
picture since 1971 when the 
Westlanders won the district and 
reached the regional finals before 
losing to Waterford Mott. 

“We got the hits in the right 
spots,” Hoenes continued, and, of 
course the pitching. 


Five league titles fell as Plymouth 
Salem’s Bob Dasher and Belleville’s 
Dexter Hubbard captured gold 
medals at the sixth annual Suburban 
8 Conference Track & Field 
Championships held last Wednesday 
at Plymouth Salem.

Story of 8 
who resigned

For obvious reasons members of the Van Buren board ot 
education and Belleville High school officials are very reluctant to 
discuss the enmasse resignations by eight Junior and senior high 
school coaches. 

We can understand their position. Moet feel that they can patch 
up the differences between the eight coaches and the ad- 
ministration and get back to the importance business of running a 
school and a school system. 

But for those who missed the news story, basically, the problem 
is as follows ; When the Van Buren School District recently passed a 
6.5 millage levy, it was believed that some of the monies would be 
earmarked for the restoration of athletic programs and rehiring of 
assistant coaches. 

Apparently there has been a ’misunderstanding” - to put it mildly 
- or someone has been misleading the athletic community to put it 
not so mildly - because^now the reports out of the board room are 
that the money was never intended for the restoration of athletics 
or for the salaries of the assistant coaches. 

Like most school districts which suddenly find their coffers 
emptied, coaches (assistant and head coaches) usually are forced 
to work on voluntary basis. Monies to defray some of the costs for 
coaches’ salaries and athletic programs are raised by a myriad of 
ways through the assistance of booster clubs. 

Richard Kremkow, the principal at Belleville High, said that 
there was a meeting scheduled for earlier in the week to discuss the 
problem. He pointed out that the eight coaches, “though they have 
resigned their coaching duties, didn’t resign their teaching 
positions.” 

“I really feel that in the best interests of all of those involved that 
this shouldn’t be dragged through the press. 

“The men have resigned - that is a fact - but we’re hoping to find 
the solution to this problem without doing further damage,” 
Kremkow added. 

The controversy comes in the wake of the death of Harry 
Hidenfelter who served the high school as the head of the athletic 
department for over 15 years. Hidenfelter, 48, suffered a fatal heart- 
attack. 

Meanwhile, Kremkow said that Pat Stokes, the head varsity 
football coach, has been appointed as interim AD. 

Among those who submitted resignations are: Gerald Malecek, 
head wrestling coach; David Medley, head track coach; Sam 
Vicchy, head swimming coach; Dan Fisher, head baseball coach ;- 
Phil Neupert assistant football coach; Paul Druker, assistant 
football coach. ^

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Belleville plays host 
to strawberry festival

Belleville residents think it’s just the berries 

But the second annual National Strawberry Festival to 
be held in Belleville June 17, 18 and 19 is a rare experience 
that an estimated 15,000 persons enjoyed last summer 

And a larger turnout is expected this year as 15 
organizations and groups will host events simultaneously 
around the city. 

Last year, Belleville Area Chamber of Commerce 
received permission from the Manistee County Chamber 
of Commerce to use the title, ‘'National Strawberry 
Festival”, on a year-to-year basis until both parties agree 
to make the change permanent. 

Because 1977 was the first year Belleville held the 
festival, it was decided to have limited supervision of the 
event. So the Chamber of Commerce, Belleville-Ypsilanti 
Strawberry Grower’s Association and St. Anthony’s 
Catholic Church cooperated in being responsible for the 
initial festival. 

It was held at one site, St. Anthony’s Church grounds, 
409 W. Columbia St. in Belleville. Enthusiastic backers of 
the Strawberry Festival wanted to give it wider exposure 
and city-wide support so they asked all church groups and 
non-profit organizations to sponsor events at various sites 
throughout the city this year 

"Plans for the Strawberry Festival are running far 
ahead of last year’s pace and we’re benefitting from what 
we learned from the experience of the first festival,” said 
Chuck Paas, overall chairman of the berry spectacular. 

Paas said he felt St. Anthony’s members, who carried 
the brunt oi the work last summer, did an outstanding job. 
But he pointed out that it is better to have the entire 
community involved. 

"We’re proud of what was accomplished last year, but 
with much more involvement and enthusiasm from the 
community each year, we-should be able to do a far better 


job as the festival grows from year to year." 

Paas said a 16-page complimentary Strawberry 
Festival program would be handed out during the three- 
day weekend event that gives the time, place and 
description of all activities going on 
Detroit television stations have promised publicity 
before the festival and coverage during the event itself, 
Paas said Some 1,500 dinners were served on the final day 
last year, but Paas said that 3,000 chickens are ready for 
the pot this year to satisfy the hungry appetites of festival 
attenders 

A strawberry shortcake eating contest, which was such 
a popular event last year, will be held again this year 
featuring local and area celebrities. Doug Bruckner of 
WWJ-TV plans to be on hand again and this time he said 
he was bringing his cameras with him 
Other noted TV, radio, newspaper and sports per- 
sonalities are being lined up to takepart in the "eat as fast 
as you can" gulp-a-thon 

Last year, Charley Manos, Detroit News Columnist, 
Nancy McCauley, WJBK-TV reporter, Jim Bradley, 
Belleville Enterprise reporter, David Whiting, Ypsilanti 
Press reporter, Belleville Mayor Pro-tern Robert Tontalo, 
and eventual winner Jim Richendollar, popular principal 
of Belleville North Junior High School, joined Bruckner in 
the contest. 

"We re very appreciative of all the help and cooperation 
we’ve received so far and there’s no doubt this annual 
Belleville Strawberry Festival can become one of the 
biggest events in Michigan,’’ Paas said in inviting all area 
residents to the big event the third weekend in June 
Another popular activity during the summer is "picking 
your own strawberries " at five strawberry farms in the 
Belleville-Van Buren Township- Ypsilanti area 
Paas said red, ripe juicy strawberries should be ready 
to pick about June 10. For updated information, interested

Riverfront tests 'sample' cultures of world 


Wondering what you and your family are 
going to do this summer season?

fireworks show

One of the oldest continuing art fairs will return again 
this summer for its 19th appearance. 

Scheduled for July 19 through 22, the Ann Arbor Street 
Art Fair will be open from 9 a.m. to 10 p.m. everyday 
expcept Saturday when the fair will close at 5 p.m 

More than 200.000 spectators show up each year for the 
annual event and this year 300 participating artists are 
expected to show and sell their work. Artists come from 
various parts of the country as well as the world to make 
the fair an international event. 

Although seven streets throughout the city will be oc- 
cupied with fair paraphernalie. East University and South 
University streets will be the demonstration and selling 
areas for the professional artists.

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Fishing: What it's worth to you 


Not long after the coho 
salmon made their first 
memorable explosion in 
Lake Michigan waters the 
dissident cries of its being 
only a rich man’s sport 
were heard loud and clear. 

“You have to be a 
millionaire to fish out 
there,” they said. “What 
average working man can 
afford to charter a boat to 
go out and fish?” 

Now, after eight or nine 
years of this tremendous 
fishing, there is still a large 
element who cling to these 
sentiments— wrongly so. 
we think. 

Granted there is nothing 
inexpensive about shelling 
out 125 or 150 bucks for five 
hours on the big lake. It’s a 
lot of dough for most. But, 
there are several ways to 
look at it. 

Chances are this total 
sum is going to be split 
between four or % five 
anglers. The average cost 
per fisherman is thus 
usually around $25 for five 
hours of fishing. From an 
hourly standpoint that’s $5 
an hour. In these inflated 
times, this really doesn’-t 
seem too outlandish. 

For this $25 a prospective 
fisherman is assured of a 
safe Coast Guard-and- 
state-approved craft. 
Generally, each boat is 
large and roomy, providing 
as much comfort as 
possible. 

A charter boat angler 
need not worry about any 
equipment or tackle, for all 
is provided. Most charter 
boats are the closest thing 
around to a floating tackle 
shop. Along with this, each 
* boat is usually equipped 
with sonar devices for 
locating fish and bottom. If 
you’ve never seen these 
gadgets at work, you owe 
yourself a trip just for this 
experience. They take 
much of the guesswork out 
of this type of 
fishing. 

Besides these 
factors, for your money 
you’re also getting a 
captain who has to be on 
top of the game to make it. 
In other words, he has to be 
a fish producer. Word 
quickly spreads if he’s 
good, and word soon 
spreads if he’s not. 

Your chances of cap- 
turing fish on a charter 
boat on each trip run 
somewhere between 80 
percent and 90 percent, 
maybe even higher! 
Remember, your captain is 
out there every day and is 
in clo6g contact with other 
captains. Understandably, 
many charter captains 
work together for the 
betterment of all. There 
are plenty of fish out there 
for everyone, they reason,

For added fun, it’s best to 
plan a charter with enough 
friends to make a full 
charter That way, you’re 
with those you know and 
the enjoyment can be 
greater. 

Charter boat captains 
place few rules on their 
clients. They expect them 
to sue good judgment and* 
show some common sense. 
Etiquette indicates that all 
fees be taken care of before 
you leave port. Fisherman 
generally bring their own 
lunches and beverages. 
Most charter boats allow 
alcoholic beverages, but 
it’s wise to ask the captain 
w r hen arranging for a 
charter. If it’s okay with 
him, it goes without saying 
that this shouldn’t be 
overdone. 

If you still think this is 
far too expensive for your 
blood and you still want to 
tangle with lake trout and 
salmon, you can do what 
thousands of others do. Buy 
a 15- to 20-foot boat, motor 
and trailer for $3,000 to 
$5,000.

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Henry Ford Museum: All 


that travels on wheels, wings 


Nearly everything that ever travelled on wheels or 
wings to carry modern man from here to there can be seen 
on exhibit at the Henry Ford Museum, located adjacent to 
Greenfield Village in Dearborn 
It’s no coincidence that the automobile capital of the 
world also is the location of the world also is the location 
of hundreds of exhibits detailing the history of all sorts of 
transportation modes. The collections include aircraft, 
bicycle, motorcycle, automotive, locomotive, fire ap- 
paratus and horse-drawn vehicle displays. 

All are gathered under one roof of exciting displays that 
add up to an educational and entertaining family outing 
any day of the week 

Located around a circular raised focal point platform, 
the exhibits contrast sharply with the previous 
arrangement of crowded rows of difficult-to-see vehicles 
The transportation collection is the first section to be 
completed of a reinstallation of all collections in the 
museum s eight-acre Hall of Technology 

To make the collections more meaningful for school 
groups and general visitors alike, new labels are being 
installed that clearly describe each object, its purpose, 
use and importance. 

It certainly comes as no surprise that Henry Ford 
Museum exhibits one of the most comprehensive 
collections of automotive vehicles in the world The 
collection traces the development of motor vehicles since 
well before the turn of the century Historical highlights of 
the collection include an 1865 Roper steam carriage, one 
of the oldest existing fully operative cars in the United 
States. 

America’s first automobile offiered for public sale, an 
18% Duryea motor wagon, the only survivor of 13 sold 
that year, and Henry Ford’s first vehicle, the 18% 
quadricycle, are collection highlights 
Many vehicles in the museum’s collection have strong 
connections with history and famous individuals. 
President Taft’s Baker Electric is in the collection, as well 
as FDR’s 1939 ‘/Sunshine Special" Lincoln and the 
Presidential Lincoln used by Presidents Truman and 
Eisenhower. 

The Transportation Collection also spotlights personal 
cars of J P. Morgan, Walter P. Chrysler, Charles A. 
Lindbergh, Thomas A. Edison and exhibits the 1940 
Chrysler Crown Imperial which served as New York 
City’s parade car for many years. 

Racing cars are represented by such models as the l%2 
Ford ”999". 

The Henry Ford Museum Transportation Collection also 
includes exhibits of automotive parts and accessories. 
These include the first three-color, four-way electric 
traffic light, the first visible gasoline station and collec- 
tions of head, side and tail lamps, speedometers and 
horns. 

Henry Ford Museum exhibits the nation’s most com- 
prehensive collection of piston-engine civilian aircraft 
Emphasizing airplanes that pioneered in exploration 
and engineering advancements, the collection includes 
fixed-wing aircraft and a 1931 Pitcairn, the first American 
Autogiro. Igor Sikorsky’s first practical helicopter, which 
in 1939 stayed aloft for one hour and 33 minutes to 
establish a world’s helicopter endurance record, is a 
featured exhibit. 

Other aircraft recall the daring flights that led to 
routine long-distance air travel For instance, the 
museum has a duplicate of the plane flown by Louis 
Bleriot during the first air crossing of the English 
Channel. The 1927 Ryan Monoplane, modified to match 
the original “Spirit of St. Louis," “starred” in the 1957 
movie of the same name and was given to the museum by 
James Stewart. 

The most recent addition to the airplane collection is a 
1939 DC3, given to the museum by North Central Airlines, 
which holds the record for more air time than any other 
commercial airplane, having logged 84.875 hours 
All the major developments in the evolution of the 
bicycle are illustrated in the Henry Ford Museum 
collection of 35 selected examples 

The collection takes the viewer from the 1818 Draisine 
bicycle with carved frame and solid wood wheels, to the 
modern bicycle developed at the turn of the century that 
has remained the prototype for cycles today. 

It was the idea of a motorized bicycle that led Henry 
Ford to develop his first automobile When he built his 
first internal combustion engine, his intention was to 
develop an engine that he could mount on his bicycle He 
abandoned the plan because of the weight of the engine. 


but several other pioneer developers of motorized 
vehicles concentrated on developing a fast and efficient 
motorcycle Twenty-one of the most important motor- 
cycles to be built in the United States, Germany, France 
and England are exhibited in the Henry Ford Museum 
collection. 

The history of steam locomotives is one of trial and 


error, progress and problems A look at the locomotives in 
the Henry Ford Museum Transportation Collection shows 
both the innovations and idiosyncrasies of the early “iron 
horse." 

The locomotive exhibits show the evolution of this mode 
of transportation, from wood-burning engines, coal-

There are 10 metroparks serving citizens of Wayne, 



Macomb, Oakland, Livingston and Washtenaw counties 
Western Wayne County residents don’t have far to go to 
reach Kensington, Lower Huron and Willow metroparks. 
The parks open for the summer on Memorial Day 
weekend, although a few vacilities are restricted to 
“weekends only” until fully staffed in mid-June The park 
facilities generally close for the season on Labor Day, 
then are reserved for school and civic groups by advance 
appointment during the rest of the year. 

Vehicle entry permits are required at the parks. The 
annual rate is regularly $5, but there is a special senior 
citizen rate of $1 . Daily entry fee is $1 

KENSINGTON METROPARK (4,350 acres), located 
near Milford, includes the 1,200-acre Kent Lake, which is 
popular with boaters, sailing craft, canoeists and 
fishermen Boat rentals are available at the boat rental 
building. There is a 10 mile-per-hour speed limit on Kent 
Lake and no water skiing is permitted. Marine gasoline is 
not available in the park Bluegills, crappies and bass 
inhabit Kent Lake. There are two boat launching ramps. 

The Island Queen, popular 80-passenger stemwheeler, 
makes 45-minute tours around Kent Lake starting May 27. 
It departs from the boat rental building dock from 12 noon 
through 6 p.m. daily through Labor Day. Passengers have 
an excellent view of Kent Lake. Charges are Si for adults 
and 50 cents for children age 15 and under and for senior 
citizens 62 and over. The Island Queen also is available for

Budget-minded families feeling the 
inflation pinch can stretch their vacation 
dollars by staying at one of Michigan’s 
private campgrounds this summer, ac- 
cording to Automobile Club of Michigan 
“Private campgrounds listed on Auto 
Gubs guide charge an average of just 
$4.60 per night and the re is no extra charge 
for reservations,” said Joseph Ratke, Auto 
Gub touring manager “On the other 
hand, state parks charge up to $5 nightly 
for a site with electricity' — up $1 from last 
year,’’ Rake noted. “Usepermits required 
to enter the park costSl daily, or $6 yearly, 
and there is a $3 charge for making a 
reservation. ' Ratke said 
In addition to being more cost- 
competitive than ever, private cam- 
pgounds offer facilities ranging from the 
basics to some of the most luxurious 
features available indoors or out 
Auto Club’s 1978 guide lists 344 privately 
operated campgrounds with 32,569 sites — 
nearly half the 70,000 campsites available 
in the state State park sites total 13,860

Half the nearly 14,000 campsites at

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Belleville Lake 'lights up ' for Fourth 


One of the most spectacular July 4th presentations in 
Western Wayne County takes place in Belleville and 
neighboring Belleville Lake 
Upwards of 7,000 people flock to the site each summer to 
watch the water ski show and the fireworks which follow 
The double-barrelled festivities compliment each other 
and combine to provide some of the most fascinating 
viewing for spectators w r ho line the banks of Belleville 
Lake to see the action. 

After a near cancellaton last year, Belleville officials 
were able to put on the fireworks only after some last 
minute donations saved the day for the traditional event. 

This year, the July 4th committee came up with the idea 
of a 50-50 raffle in addition to its usual solicitation from 
area businesses. Half the money collected from raffle 
ticket sales will be given away in prizes to five winners 
whose names will be drawn on the night of July 4. 

Officials say there will be three times the amount of 
fireworks expioded this year as there was last July 4. 

Another obstacle to hurdle is the fact that Belleville 
Lake has been declared off limits for swimming and 
boating because of excess pollution in the water. 
However, the condition of the lake is still in question but 
w'ater skiers hope they will be able to perform as ususual 
In addition to those events, there are other activities for 
visitors to listen to.

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Henry Ford Museum:

burners and finally the steam locomotive. 

The largest vehicle in the Henry Ford Museum is the 
600-ton Allegheny locomotive, built in 1941. 

The horse-drawn vehicles, all in their original paint and 
upholstery, illustrate the commercial, family and 
recreational conveyances of early America. Included are 
buggies, carriages, sulkies, sleighs and wagons. Elegant 
carriages sharply contrast with the Conestoga wagons. 
The commercial wagons that, for generations, were part 
of every town’s main street, are attractively decorated 
with bold stripes and lettering. 

The Henry Ford Museum Transportation Collection 
includes an extensive collection of fire-fighting apparatus. 
There are horsedrawn, hand-pulled and motorized 
vehicles The fire-fighting methods represented in the 
collection range from the early “bucket brigades” and 
manual and steam operated pumpers to gasoline pumpers 
of the 20th century. 

The collection traces the advance of fire-fighting 
techniques. A wagon, used in Plymouth, Mass., around 
1797, provided fire fighters with leather buckets to douse 
the fire. A “hand tub” from around 1800 was an early 
device to pump water in a steam directed at the fire. 

Many of the vehicles are from a time when private fire 
companies competed with one another for customers by 
calling attention to themselves through the ornate 
decoration of their rigs 

The museum’s 19th Century steam fire engines, such as 
the 1872 Silsby Manufacturing Co. engine, helped to signal 
the end of urban volunteer fire departments and en- 
couraged the establishment of full-time departments. 

Where modern society was, where it came from and 
how it got there are all rolled into this one transportation 
exhibit that traces “wheels” from then until now.
